Mon is spoken bi less 
than a million fowk today.In recent years, uisage o Mon haes 
declined rapidly, especially amang the yunger generation, Mony 
ethnic Mon are monolingual in Burmese. In Burma, the majority o 
speakers live in Mon State, follaed bi Tanintharyi Division an Kayin 
State.
